Fall Planting Safe Until 
Soil Freezes Hard 


When freezing temperatures begin, 
many folks who have not finished their 
planting wonder how much longer it can 
safely be done. The answer is: as long 
as the soil will crumble and can be 
packed properly about the bulbs and 
roots of plants. 
~ It makes little difference to plants 
whether it is November or December so 
long as they can be properly planted. A 
erust of frost on the surface of the soil 
will not interfere with planting.

Spring-Blooming Dutch Bulbs 
Must Be Planted in the Fall 


Fall is the only time you can plant 
tulips, hyacinths, daffodils, crocus, scilla, 
grape hyacinths and chionodoxa. They 
spend the fall and winter making roots, 
then come up early in the spring. 

When setting out the bulbs, plant them 
at the depth. specified on the Bulb Plant- 
ing Chart shown on page 13. You can 
either plant the bulbs in beds or indi- 
vidually in small holes. Some people 
put a little sand on the bottom of the 
bed or hole to allow good drainage. For 
safety’s sake, you should dust the bulbs 
with sulphur or napthalene fiakes to 
drive away mice and moles. After plant- 
ing, be sure to pack the earth down firm- 
ly so there won’t be any air spaces 
around the bulbs. 

It’s a good idea to mulch the planted 
bulbs with lawn clippings, straw or rotted 
manure. After blooming next spring, al- 
low the tops to die down naturally and 
leave the bulbs in the ground unless you 
wish to move them to a new place.

Tips on Mulching : 


There’s no difference in the way things 
should be planted in the fall than in the 
spring, except that in the fall the plants 
should always be mulched. Mulching pre- 
vents the continual freezing and thawing 
that causes the ground to heave up the 
plants. Make your mulch of straw and 
leaves. or lawn clippings. Leaves alone 
should not be used as they are apt to 
mat and smother the plants. 

Shrubs, roses, grapes, ete. should be 
hilled up with mounds ‘of dirt 8 to 18 
inches high, depending on the kind of 
plant, and then mulched. Other nursery 
stock should be mulched well with straw

John W. Nicolson, 
61, internationally 
famous seedsman 
and agronomist, and 
Vice President of the 
Henry Field Seed & 
Nursery Co., died at 
his home in Shenan- 
doah, Iowa, on May 
22 of a heart attack. 


“Alfalfa John,’’ as 
he was known to the 
readers of Seed 
Sense, suffered his 
first heart attack two years ago, but for 
the past several months had been well 
enough to spend several hours a day at 
his desk at the Seedhouse. Then death 
came suddenly while he was watching 
television in his living room. 


Mr. Nicolson was born on a 200-acre 
farm near Marlette, Mich., and graduated 
from Michigan State College in 1915. 
After graduating, he served for several 
years as extension agronomist professor 
for the college, and later as Secretary of 
the Michigan Crop Improvement Associ- 
ation. In 1919, he, with several other 
agronomists, founded the International 
Crop Improvement Assoc. In 1920, he 
organized the Michigan Farm Bureau as 
a cooperative. 


Working as a seedsman, he was promi- 
nently connected with J. G. Peppard Seed 
Co. of Kansas City and later with the May 
Seed Co., before becoming an officer and 
stockholder of Henry FieldgSeed & Nurs- 
ery Company in 1935. . 


Mr. Nicolson was a mem ber of the In- 
ternational Relations Committee and Na- 
tional Garden Program committee of the 
American Seed Trade Association and 
was past president of the Western Seeds- 
men’s Association. During World War 
II, he was a member of the OPA advisory 
committee on field seeds, the OPA Com- 
mittee on vegetable seeds, and the War 
Food Administration advisory committee 
on field seeds. He was the only man to be 
a member of all three groups. In addi- 
tion, he was, for three years, chairman of 
a task force on legume seed shortage for 
the War Food Administration. 


The Shenandoah Evening Sentinel,-in 
writing of John Nicolson, said, ‘John was 
a mixture of many things, most of them 
idealistic. He was truly a farmer at heart. 
During the last few weeks he enjoyed 
taking short drives with his friend Barr 
Keshlear to see the livestock. I believe 
he bought some calves just to have them 
around for the pleasure of watching them. 
. . . He lived a full life; he accomplished 
great good; his work will live and the 
world is far better for his having passed 
through. What more can one say of a 
man?”

Fall planting is becoming more and more popular. We’ve 
been preaching it for years and now the state experiment sta- 
tions are heartily recommending it.

' + people are busier in the spring than in fall, they don’t put 
in nearly as many plants as they would like. In the fall 
you can do more leisurely, careful, and, therefore, better 
planting. 

Since you have to order spring blooming bulbs, such as 
Tulips, Hyacinths, ete., in the fall, just add whatever nursery 
stock and perennials you would like. We’ll send you first- 
class stock, in first-class condition and you can see for your- 
self how successful fall planting is. 


When We Ship Shrubs and Fruit Trees 


Each fall we receive letters from many of our customers 
asking why they haven’t received their shade trees, fruit trees, 
shrubs and roses, or why these items weren’t received at the 
same time they got their tulips, daffodils and other fall-planted 
bulbs. 

This article, we hope, will answer most of the questions you 
may have about when we ship things in the fall. 

Fall bulbs are ripe and ready to plant from about the early 
part of September on. Therefore, as soon as we receive them 
from Holland, we ship them right on to you. Most perennials 
are ready for planting by at least September 15, and these, too, 
are usually shipped out in a hurry. : 

But, with shade trees, fruit trees, shrubs and roses, it’s a 
different story. We can’t ship them until the plants are ripened 
by losing their foliage. Ordinarily it takes one or two good 
strong frosts to kill the foliage on this type of nursery stock. 
Then and only then can these items be dug and shipped. Of 


course, most people know we can’t go out and dig a shade tree~ 


in full leaf, wrap it up and send it to a customer. It would be 
a sorry sight by the time it was received. And it wouldn’t live 
anyway. So, we just have to sit and wait until Mother Nature 
gets the plants ready for us. 

Usually our shrubs, trees, ete., are ready for shipping about 
October 15—-sometimes a little later than that. But actually, 
even if we were able to send out these items before that time, 
they shouldn’t be planted that early anyway. The weather usu- 
ally is much too warm. In addition, no tree or shrub or rose 
will put on one single bit of outward growth the fall it is 
planted. It isn’t supposed to. It is going to sleep then for the 
winter—not coming to life. 

The idea behind fall planting is to get the stock into the 
ground so that it will become established before spring. Once 
in the ground it will make some root growth, and with the 
first breath of spring will be ready to shoot into full leaf— 
usually long before you could receive spring stock from us. 

We have found fall a natural time to plant nursery stock. 
We do most of our own nursery planting in the fall. We start 
about the latter part of October and-run on through November 
until freezing weather. It doesn’t matter in the least if there 
is a heavy crust on’ the ground at the time you plant. Just 
break through the frozen crust and plant the tree or shrub. 
Then mound it up well so that the frost will not heave it out

HELEN FIELD FISCHER 
DIES 


Famous as “Flower I Lady” of Radio 

Helen Field Fischer, 77-year-old sister 
of the late Henry Field, died April 24, 
1953, at her home in Shenandoah, Iowa. 
In January, she had fallen on an icy walk 
and broken her leg and, although she re- 
covered sufficiently from that injury to 
walk again, it contributed to her death.

Mrs. Fischer is survived by her hus- 
band, one brother, four sisters, and three 
daughters.
